The  Girls'  Forum 


A  progressive  step  in  the  extra-curricula  activity  in  the  Tyler  school  system  was 
the  organization  of  the  Girls'  Forum,  composed  of  the  girls  in  the  junior  college 
and  high  school. 

Desiring  to  help  the  girls  by  promoting  opportunities  for  fellowship  and  for  the 
development  of  individuality,  the  president  of  the  Tyler  Woman's  Forum,  Mrs. 
Ernest  S.  Goens,  took  as  her  Forum  objective  for  193  2,  "Girls."  Under  the  leadership 
and  guidance  of  Miss  Adele  Henderson,  a  faculty  member,  the  girls  became  an  organ- 
ized unit  known  as  the  Girls'  Forum.

Club,  Pep  Squad,  Girls'  Athletic  Association,  and  The  Girl  Graduates. 

Many  interesting  programs  have  been  presented  throughout  the  year,  including 
an  address  by  Dr.  Ruby  Terrell  of  the  University  of  Texas,  a  lecture  on  "Culture," 
by  Dr.  Robert  Hill,  a  musical  program,  a  delightful  spring  style  show,  and  a  final 
program  honoring  the  girl  graduates  of  both  the  high  school  and  college.  Climaxing 
the  activities  of  the  year  was  the  furnishing  and  decorating  of  attractive  club  rooms 
in  Hubbard  Kuilding  to  be  used  for  social  affairs  and  business  meetings. 

The  purpose  of  the  Girls'  Forum  is  to  make  every  girl  realize  that  she  is  a  neces- 
sary unit  in  her  club  and  that  the  success  of  her  club  depends  upon  her  value  as  an 
active  member.
